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THE CARNIVAL 

If enthusiasm ensures success, the carnival 
that is ta be held in this city next week should 
meet the highest hopes of its promotors. The 
public have taken kindly to the idea, and there is 
a wide and real interest in the event that prom- 
ises a large attendance at the attractions and co- 
operative effort all round to make the raost of the 
occasion. Outside the city a favorable response 
has been made to the proposal, and there is every 
prospect that Edmonton will be the centre of gen- 
eral interest throughout northern Alberta during 
the coming week. If the initial venture is success- 
fur a carnival will doubtless become a regular 
winter event on the local calendar, with all the 
social and financial benefits which result from 
gatherings of the kind. Not the least result will 
be the demonstration that Edmonton people are 
prepared to pull together in any worthy enter- 
prise whose object is to bring out-siders into the 
city, whether for busines or pleasure. There is 
some ‘‘kick’’ in the old town yet. 


WHERE TO BEGIN 

At Montreal an organization has been formed 

to fight the drug traffic. It might well begin 
work at the court in that city where a few days 
ago a doctor convicted of peddling ‘‘dope’’ was 
fined and told to get out of the city. The mur- 
derous business will never be killed by means such 
as that. Toturn a rascal of the kind loose on con- 
ditions that he goes somewhere else to ply his 
trade is doing nothing to stamp out the traffic. 
That is only encouraging its spread. If there is to 
be any real headway made ugainst this evil every 
community will have to deal with its own erim- 
inals in the way they deserve; that is by putting 
them in jail and keeping them there—for life if nee- 
essary. So long as the drug-sellers are treated as 
minor offenders, let off with fines and told to go 
elsewhere and carry on their fiendish business, 


there will be no use in wasting time and energy | 


talking about putting an end to the traffic, Small- 
pox is not stamped out of a country by telling in- 
fected parties to scatter out of the place where it 
is first discovered. And the drug using habit 
seems to be almost as infectious as the small-pox, 
and the fate of its victims a thousand times worse. 
SELF HELPS 

British Manufacturers have been protesting 
against the way municipal authorities were piling 
on taxes in order to pay relief money to people 
out of work. A governmental investigation is now 
under way at Sheffield, in response to this pro- 
test, and has been making some interesting dis- 
coveries. It was declared by witnesses prominent 
in the manufacturing line that the scale of relief 
was now equal to the wages paid in some branch- 
es of trade. The result was to make unemploy- 
ment profitable, and attractive to all who would 
rather eat the bred of idleness than earn a 
living by honest labor. 

In Canada we have not gone quite that far in 
any general way, though in some previous years 
the cities have been handing out doles in a way 
that rather tended to discourage job-hunting on 
the part of any who were inclined to laziness. 
There is a notable improvement this year through 
out the west, and probably the east also. In- 
fluenced by the experience of a year ago, most 
western municipal authorities last fall laid down 
the rule that they would give help this winter on 
ly where it was actually shown to be necessary, 
and that they would not in any case assume re- 
sponsibility for non-residents of the community, 
The result has been good all round. There has 
been less unemployment this year than last, 
though during the summer it was freely anticipat- 
ed that there would be more.

WASHINGTON GIVES A LEAD. ° 


The United States has cut into the controversy 
at Lausanne with a polite but positive intimation 
that citizens of the republic residents in Turkey 
must be given the same official treatment that is 


accorded Turks, in all that relates to business, 
religion, education and charity. It is refreshing, 
and may be useful, to have the Kemalist outfit 


confronted with a blunt demand of that kind at 
this stage of the proceedings. The Huropean na- 
tions have too many irons in the fire to exercise 
complete liberty of action in dealing with the 
Turks. What Washington has said London and 
Paris and Rome and every other Allied Govern- 
ment would like to say, and likely would have 
said if it had not been for side considerations of 
safety, order and interest. The United States has 
| nothing to fear from the Turks and no axes to 
grind in that corner of the world, save to protect 
the rights commonly accorded to foreigners  else- 
where. Now that the United States has told Kemal 
that he cannot run things altogether to suit him 
self even inside the borders of what is to be called 
Turkey, the European powers are afforded an op 
portunity to present parallel demands in respect 
of their subjects without being accused of trying 
The basic question that is 


to get ‘‘concessions,’’ 
being decided at Lausanne is whether Turkey is to 
be civilized or to be Moslem. The United States 
has laid down the law that at least a few of the 
primary principles of civilized life will have to
